Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1948. 

You  will  appreciate  the  fact  that,  as  I was  not  here  during  this 
period,  the  report  cannot  be  as  detailed  or  full  as  1 should  wish,  but  I 
hope  for  the  year  1949  to  be  able  to  present  a more  comprehensive  one. 

I am  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  I have  received  from  Mr. 
Wilson,  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  Mr.  Turnbull,  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  have  included  the  latter’s  report  with  mine. 

The  vital  statistics  are  satisfactory.  The  birth  rate  for  the  period 
was  21.71  and  shows  an  increase  on  that  for  1947  which  was  17.64. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1948  was  17.9. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  11.70  and  shows  a fall  compared  with 
the  1947  rate  which  was  12.26.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1948  was  10.8. 

It  is  with  pleasure  I record  that  no  infant  deaths  occurred  during 
1948,  and  thus  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  is  Nil. 

With  the  exception  of  an  outbreak  of  measles  (124  cases)  the  inci- 
dence of  Infectious  diseases  remains  at  a low  level. 

I should  like  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  support  and  assist- 
ance I have  received  from  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  since 
taking  up  my  appointment  and  look  forward  to  my  tenure  of  office  with 
the  Council.

SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area — The  area  of  the  district  is  2,910  acres. 

Population — According  to  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the  population 
given  in  the  Registrar-General’s  report  the  population  for  Irthlingborough 
is  given  as  4,697.  The  population  for  1947  was  stated  to  be  4,812.  The 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  amounted  to  47. 


Deaths — After  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transferable 
deaths,  the  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  by  the 
Registrar-General  was  55.  The  number  for  1947  was  59. 

The  death  rate  based  on  the  estimated  population  was  11.70  per 
thousand  as  compared  with  12.26  for  1947.  The  following  table  shows 
the  death  rates  for  the  period  1944  to  1948  as  compared  with  the  Ad- 
ministrative County  and  for  England  and  Wales.

Births — 102  live  births  were  assigned  to  the  District  as  compared  with 
85  for  1947.  This  gives  a rate  of  21.71  per  thousand  of  population  and 
compares  favourably  with  the  rate  of  17.9  for  England  and  Wales. 

This  is  the  highest  number  of  births  registered  since  1920.  The 
trend  of  the  birth  rate,  together  with  other  vital  statistics,  is  given  in 
Table  No.  2,  page  16. 

Stillbirths — One  stillbirth  was  recorded  during  1948. 
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Maternal  Mortality — No  deaths  were  ascribed  to  puerperal  causes 
or  other  conditions  associated  with  childbirth. 


Infant  Mortality  Rate — No  infant  died  before  attaining  its  first  birth- 
day during  the  year  1948.  Rates  for  the  Administrative  County,  England 
and  Wales,  and  Irthlingborough  are  shown  in  the  following  Table  :

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SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Facilities — The  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Northampton  General  Hospital,  carries  out  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  samples  of  water  as  required  for  the  District.  It  also  assists  in 
the  bacteriological  diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases. 

Chemical  analysis  of  the  water  supply  is  done  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  in  London.  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver,  of  London, 
carry  out  the  necessary  examinations  of  sewage  and  the  effluent  from  the 
sewage  works. 

Milk  samples  are  examined  by  the  County  Council’s  Laboratory  at 
Northampton. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin — A supply  of  antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Swanspool,  Wellingborough,  and  is  available  free 
of  charge  to  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  District. 

A supply  was  kept  also  at  the  Fever  Hospital,  Wellingborough,  but 
this  hospital  closed  down  in  July,  1948.

Ambulance  Service — Since  the  National  Health  Scheme  came  into 
operation  the  work  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  has  been  some- 
what reduced  as  it  is  now  no  longer  necessary  to  fetch  patients  from 
hospital.  The  car  service,  however,  has  been  transferred  from  the 
Nursing  Association  to  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Brigade 
is  now  responsible  for  the  transportation  of  “ sitting  car  ” cases.  From 
5th  July,  1948,  to  31st  December,  1948,  156  transportations  by  car  were

Management  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  removal  of  infectious 
cases  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Nursing  in  the  Home — The  Irthlingborough  Nursing  Association, 
which  is  affiliated  to  the  Northamptonshire  Nursing  Association,  employs 
a Queen’s  Nurse  who  is  State  Registered  and  holds  the  Certificate  of  the 
Central  Midwives’  Board.  Derails  of  the  work  carried  out  by  this  Nurse 
during  1948  are  as  follows  :

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Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics — The  County  Council  holds  a Child 
Welfare  Clinic  at  the  Church  School  on  the  1st  and  3rd  Thursday  of  each 
month. 

No  antenatal  clinics  are  held  at  Irthlingborough  but  expectant 
mothers  can  attend  the  clinics  at  Rushden  or  Wellingborough. 

Orthopaedic  cases  attend  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  clinic  held  at 
Rushden  on  alternate  Fridays. 

Hospital  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases — Hospital  accom- 
modation was  provided  by  the  East  Northants  Joint  Isolation  Hospital 
Board  at  their  hospital  at  Finedon  Road,  Wellingborough,  until  4th 
July,  1948,  when  the  hospital  was  closed  down.  No  cases  were  admitted 
from  the  District  during  1948.  Hospital  accommodation  is  now  provided 
for  at  Northampton  Isolation  Hospital,  Harbour  Road,  Northampton, 
and  comes  under  the  Northampton  and  District  Management  Committee.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply — The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  shallow  wells 
sunk  in  the  Nene  Valley  gravels  near  Station  Road.  There  are  four  wells, 
the  principal  or  Town  Well  is  15'  6"  deep  and  6'  in  diameter.  This  well  is 
lined  with  three  cast  iron  tubes  each  5'  in  depth.  The  lowest  section  is 
perforated  with  §"  holes.  Adits  amounting  to  200  yards  of  a 9"  feeder 
drain  augment  the  supply  of  water  to  the  well.  The  average  pumping 
level  is  6'  and  the  minimum  3'.  The  yield  from  this  well  is  some  156,000 
gallons  per  day.  Two  additional  deep  wells  of  17'  and  18'  in  depth  and 
10"  in  diameter  are  used  to  augment  the  supply  in  the  Town  Well.  The 
combined  yield  of  these  two  wells  is  72,000  gallons  per  day.  A fourth 
well  14.46'  deep  and  3'  in  diameter  supplies  water  for  trade  purposes 
direct  to  the  Midland  Co-operative  Laundry.  This  well  yields  some  72,000 
gallons  per  day.  Two  gas  engines,  each  of  28  h.p.,  provide  the  motive 
power  for  pumping  for  the  Town  Well.  These  can  be  operated  together 
or  independently.  These  pumps  are  capable  of  pumping  10,000  gallons 
per  hour.  The  two  auxiliary  wells  which  feed  the  principal  well,  when 
required,  are  provided  with  4 h.p.  Diesel  oil  engines  which  are  capable  of 
delivering  3,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  water  pumped  to  the  town  for  domestic  consumption  is  filtered 
under  pressure  through  three  8'  diameter  cylindrical  sand  filters,  which 
are  capable  of  dealing  with  100  gallons  per  square  foot  per  hour. 

The  water  is  treated  with  Sulphate  of  Alumina  at  the  rate  of  § grain 
per  gallon.  All  water  pumped  into  supply  for  domestic  consumption  is 
treated  with  chlorine  by  means  of  Paterson  Gravity  Chloronome.  The 
normal  dose  of  chlorine  is  0.50  p.p.m.,  and  de-chlorination  is  carried  out 
with  Activated  Carbon. 

The  water  for  the  town  is  pumped  to  a service  reservoir  near  Wind- 
mill Road.  This  reservoir  is  built  of  mass  concrete  and  lined  with 
engineering  bricks  and  bitumen.  It  has  an  arched  concrete  roof  and  is 
banked  and  covered  to  a depth  of  about  1'  with  earth.  It  has  a capacity 
above  the  draw  off  level  of  689,000  gallons. 

The  daily  consumption  per  head  of  population  was  27.9  gallons  and 
for  trade  purposes  21.5  gallons.  The  year's  consumption  was  86,614,000 
gallons  of  which  48,930,000  was  for  domestic  consumption  and  37,684,000 
for  trade  purposes. 

All  water,  except  that  supplied  to  a laundry  for  trade  purposes  only, 
is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  the  town  mains. 
33  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  North- 
ampton, for  examination,  the  results  show  that  while  the  bacterial  count 
in  the  raw  water  has  (on  a number  of  occasions)  been  suspicious,  there 
has  been  no  evidence  of  faecal  pollution,  in  all  cases  it  was  found  that 
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after  chlorination  and  filtration,  the  water  was  within  Class  I of  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  classification  for  piped  water  supplies. 

The  number  of  houses  having  a piped  water  supply  is  1,078,  while 
450  are  dependent  upon  standpipes  and  9 houses  are  without  access  to  a 
piped  supply. 

Statutory  notices  calling  for  piped  water  supplies  to  be  laid  into  15 
houses  have  been  served  under  the  provisions  of  Section  138  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  as  amended  by  Section  30  of  the  Water  Act, 
1945. 

Drainage,  Sewerage,  and  Sewage  Disposal — All  houses  and  factories 
in  the  district  are  on  the  water  carriage  system  with  the  exception  of 
outlying  farms.  The  old  pumping  plant  adjoining  the  sewage  works  is 
in  operation.  The  work  of  reconstructing  the  electric  pumping  station, 
demolished  by  enemy  action  in  1940,  has  been  commenced  and  it  is 
anticipated  will  be  in  use  about  November,  1949.  The  total  volume 
treated  at  the  sewage  works  was  56,083,000  gallons. 

Samples  of  the  final  effluent  from  the  disposal  works  showed  sus- 
pended solids  to  be  4.32  and  4.64  parts  per  100,000,  respectively,  which  is 
in  excess  of  the  usual  limit  of  3 parts.  The  albuminoid  ammonia  and  5 
days  B.O.D.  were  below  the  usual  limits. 

A length  of  416  yards  of  sewer  in  Finedon  Road  has  been  scraped  and 
cleansed. 

Disinfection — No  disinfecting  apparatus  is  maintained  by  the  Council. 
Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  is  carried  out  with  liquid  and  gaseous 
disinfectants  as  occasion  demands. 

Movable  Dwellings,  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  S.269 — No  licences 
were  granted  and  no  notices  were  served. 

Public  Cleansing — House  refuse  is  removed  by  a 50  cwt.  Bedford 
motor  lorry  to  a new  tip  adjacent  to  Ditchford  Road  and  about  2 miles 
from  the  centre  of  the  town.  The  number  of  loads  collected  was  793. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs — Two  houses  were  treated  for  the  eradication 
of  bugs. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919 — Infestation  Order,  1943 — 

The  sewerage  system,  sewage  disposal  works,  refuse  tip  and  highways 
depot  have  received  maintenance  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rats. 

One  treatment  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in  a block  of  shops  was 
effected  by  Council  employees  by  arrangement  with  the  owners  concerned.

HOUSING. 

\ 

The  housing  problem  was  considerably  alleviated  by  the  completion 
of  39  traditional  type  houses,  71  permanent  pre-fabricated  houses  and 
2 houses  erected  by  private  enterprise.  At  the  end  of  the  year  35  tradi- 
tional type  houses  and  25  permanent  pre-fabricated  houses  were  in  course 
of  erection  and  there  were  about  100  names  on  the  waiting  list  for  houses.

SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply — Samples  of  milk,  taken  during  the  course  of  delivery 
to  the  consumers,  have  been  submitted  at  regular  intervals  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  examination  as  to  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality,  the 
samples  were  submitted  to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  Of  the  40  samples 
submitted  32  were  good.  Eight  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Phospha- 
tase Test,  4 of  which  were  found  to  be  in  Group  1 and  4 in  Group  2. 
Appropriate  action  was  taken  when  the  results  were  not  satisfactory. 

One  notice  was  served  upon  a Dairyman  because  of  a contravention 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  the  notice  was  duly  complied  with. 

Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940 — No  meat 
inspection  is  carried  out  locally.  The  meat  for  the  town  is  inspected  at 
the  Rushden  Co-operative  Society’s  Slaughterhouse  which  is  controlled 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food. 

Details  of  the  unfit  food  voluntarily  surrendered  is  given  in  Table 
No.  4,  page  18.  There  were  no  seizures  of  unfit  food  during  the  year. 

Food  Inspection — Ice  Cream — Three  samples  of  ice-cream  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  two  were 
subjected  to  the  plate  count  and  were  unsatisfactory,  and  one  was  sub- 
jected to  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  came  within  Provisional  Grade  2.

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Smallpox — No  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever — No  cases  were  notified  during  the  period.  There  was 
one  case  in  1947. 

Diphtheria- — No  cases  were  notified  and  this  brings  it  up  to  10  years 
since  the  last  cases  occurred  in  the  District. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis — The  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
children  immunised  during  the  period.

Measles — 124  cases  occurred  in  the  district  in  1948,  one  case  occurring 
the  previous  year. 

Pertussis  (Whooping  Cough) — Two  cases  were  notified  as  against  40 
cases  for  the  previous  year. 

Erysipelas — No  cases  were  notified. 

Pneumonia — One  case  of  Pneumonia  was  reported  as  against  ten 
in  the  previous  year.  Three  deaths  were  ascribed  to  Pneumonia  as  the 
primary  cause  of  death. 
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Influenza — No  notifications  were  received. 

Tables  Nos.  5 and  6,  page  19,  give  details  of  the  age  groupings  and 
monthly  incidence  for  the  Infectious  Diseases. 

Tuberculosis — There  were  six  (five  male,  one  female)  new  cases 
notified  as  against  four  for  the  previous  year.  These  were  all  cases  of 
Pulmonary  infections. 

Two  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  both  in  males,  one  being  a 
Pulmonary  infection  and  the  other  non-Pulmonary.  Last  year  one  death 
occurred  from  Tuberculosis. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  49  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register, 
42  Pulmonary  (26  males,  16  females),  and  7 non-pulmonary  (5  males, 
2 females). 

The  age  grouping  and  sex  incidence  for  new  cases  and  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  are  given  in  Table  No.  7,  page  20. 

Six  people  from  Irthlingborough  were  admitted  to  Rushden  House 
Sanatorium  and  four  were  discharged  during  the  year. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuber- 
culosis) Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936.

In  the  case  of  all  factories,  the  provisions  as  to  Sanitary  Conveniences 
are  on  the  whole  satisfactorily  maintained.  In  those  factories  where 
mechanical  power  is  not  used  provisions  as  to — cleanliness,  number 
employed,  temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors — there  was 
no  cause  for  serious  complaint.  There  was  no  action  necessary  in 
respect  of  homework  (Sections  110  and  111).  Form  572(Revised)  has 
been  abridged  and  is  given  as  Table  No.  3,  page  17.
